32,40,000 in 
i 1880-81 to Rs. 36,15,000 in 1881-+2, notwithstanding an increase in the 
ae » Government price of sd The increase in the revenue from country. spirits 
Bet might therefore be fully explained on general grounds without reference to 
aa increased efficiency of administration. As between the sudder distillery and 
d the outstill system, however, there can be no question of the value of the 
one testimony which the figures afford. The proportion of convictions for drunken- 
aie ness has been oonddesabin less in municipalities under the latter system 
a than in those under the former.

% on record his opinion on the merits. of the rival systems, and combated the” 
i . arguments brought forward by the advocates of sudder distilleries. The ground 
thus covered need ot be gone over again. Mr. Rivers Thompson fully accepts 
the rationale of the question as laid down by his predecessor. It is now the 
Bs established policy of Government to extend the outstill system to every part 
; of these provinces where the special circumstances of the locality do nét tena y 
it inexpedient to do so. There has undoubtedly been a considerable improve- 
a. ment in the working of the outstill system during the past year. The crux of 
“ay the system las hitherto been the difficulty of gauging the real demand for — 
ae liquor in each district. Till this was known with some degree of ac of ae 
. a twofold danger was incurred. On the one hand lay the risk lest the excessive 
sparseness of iegalized. stills should give rise to illicit manufacture, and on the ~~ 
ai other the fear lest the undue multiplication of shops should stimulate the 
popular taste for liquor to abnormal and unhealthy proportions. It should be ;

5. The year was entered upon with a stock of 4,368 pounds of febrifuge 
in hand, and during the early part of it the demand for febrifuge was rather 
dull. It was therefore considered unnecessary to keep the outturn of the 
factory at so high a pitch as in the previous year, But towards the end of 
the season the demand came with an unexpected rush and, had it not been 
for the large reserve carried over froém 1880-81, I should have been unable 
to meet it, the issues for the year having exceeded the manufacture 
2,868 pounds, As will be seen by the subjoined table, the stock at the 
beginning of the current year is only 1,500 pounds, and, as I consider this 
to be too low for safety, I have increased the weekly outturn of the factory 
from the very beginning of the current year:

The Economic Museum was established by Government in April 1874, arid . 
a Central Committee was nominated by Sir George Campbell for its m 
ment, with power to appoint an Honorary Secretary and an establishment at 
a cost not exeeeding Rs. 60 per mensem. A small allowance was also mdde for 
contingent expenses. Subsequently, one of the members of theCommittee was 
clectessDbairinen, a small office establishment was engaged, and an executive 4 
Sub-committee, consisting of two members and the Chairman, gas nominated ; 
Mr. H. H, Locke being uppointed Secretary. The number of the Committee 
has. sinte been shiss and the increase which has taken place in the 
work of the Museum has necessitated additions to the establishment. Grants of 
money haye from time to time been made by Government to meet expenditure 
in therpurchase of specimens and extra expenses incidental to the carriage of _ 
articles contributed to the Museum. 

2. The primary object of the institution is to bring together a careful 
selection of specimens of all the natural und industrial products of the province, 
and to afford all requisite information—deseriptive, historical, and statistical— 
with regard to each article. To this end district and sub-divisional com- 
mittees were formed, the members being selected with reference to their 
local and technical knowledge, their interest in the subject, and their prcbable 
influence in promoting the objects of the Museum. The a ion of a 
descriptive and explanatory catalogue of the entire contents of the Museum

3. The duty of actively superintending and directing the classification and 
arrangement of the samples and models upon their arrival at the Museum, and. 
of digesting and filing the relevant information, devolves mainly upon the 
Secretary and superior paid officers; while the Committee nominate, advise and 
generally direct the local committees, and superintend the paid establishment. 

4. In addition to the large contributions of local products from time 
to time procured and sent to the Museam by the local committees, 
articles have been received from officials and private individuals, and the 
officers of the Assam Administration have also, under the. directions of the Ohief 
Commissioner, cordially co-operated in promoting the “interests of | the 
institution.

8. During the two years concerned in this report, experts’ opinions have 
been giyen on specimens of Hingli tobacco from Ranaghat by Messrs. Anderson, 
Wright and Co,: on two. patterns of box-locks of native manufacture, also 
from Ranaghat, by Major Eckford, Superintendent of Telégraph Stores and 
Workshops, Alipore: ona specimen of reputed silver ore from Beerbhoom, 
by H. B. Medlicott, Esq., Superintendent of the Geological Sarvey. Specimens 
of tusser silk from Bankoora were subjected to a microscopic and ‘chemical 
examination by Dr. Kanny Lall Dey, who made a report on the subject.

‘The Committee 
regret greatly that this report, so long delayed, and so often asked for by the 
Government of Bengal, is hardly yet begun. All the facts, collected after 
much correspondence with the Collectors of the various districts of Bengal, have 
been in the Museum awaiting compilation for about three years. ‘The removal 
of the Museum to Hastings Street, and the labour of re-arrangement which 
it involved, postponed the task of compilation, and during the two years under 
review the causes mentioned above have rendered it quite impossible for the 
Secretary to comply with the reiterated requests of Governmerft and p 
,with the work of compilation. Mr. Locke did attempt, with the assistance of 
a compiler, to make progress with this task in August last, in the midst of the, 
work of preparation for the Calcutta Exhibition, but after a month’s trial 
the attempt had to be abandoned. At the time of issuing this report, 
Dr. H. W. M’Cann, who officiates as Secretary during Mr. Locke’s absence on sick 
leave, has commenced the work of compiling the report from the letters of the 
Collectors and others; but as he has to make himself acquainted from the 
beginning with the contents of these letters, and with the factscollected from a_ 
variety of sources during a period of seven years, the committee regret that 
they cannot hold out to Government any prospect of obtaining this report till

applicants weve closely tested in the Office and eventually 3,949 were reported 
not to have paid the requisite amount of rates and taxes (Rs. 25). The published 
lists therefore contained only 11,437 names, and these again were reduced on 
further scrutiny and information received, by 490, as it was found that many 
names were entered twice and even three times in the register. This need . 
cause no surprise when the different methods representing native names b 
in Roman characters,are considered.

It will be seen from column 
7 of statement A. that the action of the candidates in raising objections was 
very different in different Wards, thus in five Wards no objections whatsoever _ 
were raised, while in a sixth only one objection was lodged. In two more Wards 
several objections were raised but not pressed. While in six Wards more 
than 10 per cent. of the registered voters were objected to.

eee re “the sections of the Act which prescribe the 
qualifications for electors and voters. This is most conspicuously the case 
in regard to joint families and trustees. ‘The law requires that a person should 
ay Rs, 25 on his own behalf to qualify him as a voter, but many properiiee are 
in trust, and it is a disputed question whether a trustee can be said to pay on 
his own behalf or not, and if he does not, whether the beneficiary can 
be considered to pay through the, trustee. Again, the ‘arta of a joint family 


pays, say Rs. 100, as rates for the entire family property. Does he pay the 


whole on his own behalf, or can each member be said to pay his share by the 
karta as by an agent ? 

12. “Many questions of this kind arose in respect to which the Act is" ab- 
solutely silent. At the first election in 1876 a legal opinion was given to Sir 
Stuart Hogg that trustees could be considered to pay on their own behalf 
though agents could not, and also that members of a joint family who paid 
rates through the managing member, could be considered to be themselves pay- 
ing according to their share. This opinion I considered it best to act upon 
throughout the recent election, though I doubt its correctness or expediency. 
My own opinion is in favour of regarding each joint family as a unit for voting 
purposes, and allowing a vote only to the managing member of it. Precisely 
the same difficulty arose in regard to firms and partnerships, and many other 

uestions arose in regard to which no help could be obtained from the Act. As 
the interest taken in the recent clection is likely to be sustained or even in- 
creased on future occasions, it is very desirable that Sections 8 to 12 of the 
Act should be revised aud expanded.

; a6. Bais the Lieutenant-Governor passed any order on these sugges- 
tions, a, petition was presented to him by certain rate-payers praying that the 
voting papers might be delivered to the voters direct either by post or hand; 
and not made over as heretofore to the candidates. In reporting on this 
petition I explained the bearings of the question, and pointed out that 
to accept the views of the minority seemed out of the question as long as the 
papers were given to the agents and not to the voters. ‘the custom that pre- 
vated. was for each voter when. signing his application for registration to 
‘sign at the same time a printed Memo. asking that his voting paper might 
* be delivered to the candidate or his agent. Thus when the voting papers 
were issued, they were not issued at all to the voters save in some instances, ” 
but to the candidates and their agents. If this system were adopted, it did not 
seem practicable to limit the number of voting papers, as a voter who might 
have originalfy signed for the delivery of the paper to any particular candidate, 
would thereby have lost all control over his vote except in that same candidate’s 
favor; while ny many cases Memos. would have been signed in favor of rival 
candidates leading to unseemly contésts.as to who should be entitled. to 
receive the one voting paper. But if the suggestion of delivering the voting 
papers to the voters by post were adopted, then it might very well be 
prescribed that only one voting paper should be issued to candidates 

17. The Government approved of this view, and it was accordingfy 
arranged that only one voting paper «divided into portions for each vote 
should be issued to each voter bearing his register number; should this by 
any accident not reach him, he could, after a due interval, apply for a duplicate, 
but the duplicate would be marked as such, and would court as nothing 
if the same voter had also filled up the original. Lastly, the old rule of 
polling in supersession of all previous votes as presented in 1879 was retained. 
The rules as eventually passed by Government are appended to this report. 

18. These rules on the whole worked very well and would have worked 
without any hitch had the age of the Post Office been respected. But the 
importance of getting possession of the voting papers, asa means of securing the 
yotes of ignorant voters, seems to ave been’ so oy that in some cases the 
voting papers were taken away from the Post Office peons, before delivery. As 
it was rumoured that this might be done, the papers were all posted a day ie ie 
the time announced, and this fact was kept un absolute secret. This was suc- 
cessful as far as the first delivery was concerned, but unfortunately the Post 
‘Office authorities had to dispose of the papers in successive deliveries, and 
after the first delivery the fact of their being issued became generally known. 
In how many cases they were thus taken away I cannot judge. No dovbt the 
great bulk of the papers reached the voters and eventually 28,616 

_ yotes were given on the original papers as against 1,282 given on duplicate

Commissioners were elected by 1,922 votes or an average of 384 per Commis- 
sioner, while the 11 European and Eurasian Commissioners were elected by. 
2,021 yotes, being an average of 183 per Commissioner. The remaining 
votes 3,909 in number were given to candidates who were not elected. The 
number of votes in favour of Hindoo Commissioners would haye been. still 
more disproportionate, had not the voters in Wards 1, 2, 3, 4 and 11 only two 
votes apiece. ‘ . 

21. Statement B shows the number of voters in each Ward divided 
into Hindoo, Mahomedan, Christian, Jew, Parsee and Chinese. ‘These, dis- 
tinctions are national, not religious, the names being taken asa guide Christian- 
Hindoos are therefore classed as Hindoos, while the term Chri8tian is only 
used as being the best for representing the European,-Eurasian, Armenian and 
Greek communities who are all included in it. It cannot but ebe. instructive 
to analyse the manner in which these different nationalities voted. 

22. In Wards 1 to 9 the Hindoos had it all their own way. There were 
no candidates of any other nationslity. In these Wards there were 7,689 regis- 
god Hindoo voters, of whom 5,970 or about 78 per cent gave valid votes. Of 

ahomedans 301 voters were a. cages of whom 253 voted. Of Christians 
227 registered, of whom 97 only voted, Jews 29 registered and 8 voted. 
Parsees 4 registered and3 voted. Chinese 7 istered and 4 yoted. The 
Christians and Jews therefore seem to have stood aloof to some extent in these 
Wards. 

23. In Wards 10, 11, 12, 16, 17 and 18 there were only Christian 
and Hindoo candidates. ‘lhe following figures shew the manner in which the

could not succeed in obtaining a solid vote from his own people. He was certain 
to have some enemies or some persons prejudiced against him who would tathgr 
vote for his opponents, even though of a different race. Thus in Ward No, 13 
one Mahomedan eandidate competed against two Hindoos and one Christian 
for three vacancies, the result was that 52 out of 193 Mahomedans voted for 
the Hindoos, while only 12 out of 187 Hindoos voted for the Mahomedans. In 
Ward No. 14 two Mahomedans competed against one Hindoo and one Chris- 
tian. Only 9 out, of’ 202 Mahomedans voted for the Hindoo candidates, 
- while 78 out of 2837 Hindoos voted for a Mahomedan and 20 more gave away 
- part of their votes. It will be observed that in both these wards the Hindoos ,, 
* and Mahomedans combined against the Christian candidates who were sup- 
‘ported by the Anglo-Indiamand Eurasian Association. On the other hand, the 
Christians were far from tnanimous in support of their candidate; this is 
ially notjceable in Ward No. 14, in which out of 123 who gave valid votes, 
38 gave all their votes to the Hindoo and Mahomedan candidates, while 21 
more gave away part of their votes. Had these voters given their entire sup- 
port to the Christian candidate, he would have been successful. 

27. It is somewhat noticeable that in ward No, 13 where the registered 
Mahomedan voters exceeded the Hindoos, they only ran one candidate 
and the Hindoos two, while in ward No. 14 in which the Hindoo voters 

nderated, two Mahomedan candidates went to the poll and only one 


indoo. 

28. Inward No. 15 there were 1383 registered Christian voters, 121 
Mahomedan, and 76 Hindoos; yet the Mahomedans ran three candidates, 
the Christians only one and the Hindoos none. Still more remarkable is it 
that the Mahomiedans actually placed two of their candidates at the head 
of the poll though the third was defeated. Here as in Wards 13 and 14 
the Hindoos and Mahomedans combined, but they would still have only 
occupied the 2nd and 8rd places had it not been for the support the 
received from the Christian voters. Out of 102 who voted, 21 gave 
and 15 part of their votes to the Mahomedans. 

29. In Wards 16, 17 and 18 the Christian voters preponderated and 
an endeavour was made to gain all the 8 seats attached to these Waras. 
In Ward 18 both seats were guined, the Hindoo candidate being defeated. 
In Ward 16 the Hindoo candidate was head of the poll receiving some 
support from the Christians, while-a few Hindoos and Mahomedans deserted 
him, In Ward No. 17 the results were, as might be expected, somewhat 
anomalous, the Hindoo candidate being a Christian clergyman. He was 
deserted by about one-third of the Hindoos and nearly all the Mahomedans 
voted against him, but out of 76 Christian and Jew voters, six gave him all 
and 10 some part of their votes, and by their aid he was enabled easily to gain 
the 8rd_ place.

; tion of members of a joint family, firms and partners in trade should be de- 
f fined, and it should be made clear whether trustees and executors may vote or 
ah not. I must also express my own opinion that the franchise is at present too. 
te exclusively based on a property qualification, by which many persons excellently 
oe ' qualified to vote are disqualified, while many who are far too ignorant to be 
en fit to exercise the franchise are entitled to vote. It is patent that all the diffi-. 
ae culties experienced in framing rules for the recent election are due to the, 
es existence of a large ignorant residuum whose votes are the prey of unscrupulous 
ma candidates, while all the abuses which eame to light were traceable to the 
ee same cause.
